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Allan, McCoy win 
in major upset

Three political newcomers and 
two former board members were 
among the winners in Saturday's 
annual election in Wilmington, The 
election saw the upset of two 
favored incumbents: Selectmen 
Mark Haldane and school com- 
mittee veteran Peggy Kane. 

Diane Allan, former chairman of 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee, topped the ticket in the 
selectmen's race with 1,691 votes 
and became the first woman elected 
to the board since 1968, when the 
late Wavie Drew ran for her final 
term, Running close behind was 
former selectman Michael McCoy 
with 1,635 votes. McCoy's victory, 
after previous tries for the board, 
came as a surprise to many 
awaiting election results in town 
hall Saturday night. Haldane came 
in third with 1,242 votes followed 
by Tony Capuano with 1,045 votes 
and Tom Siracusa with 863. 

In the school committee race, 
Robert Young, a former Spanish 
teacher in Wilmington's middle 
Schools and presently an a 
Principal in Braintree, won easily 
with 2,239 votes, The fourth uy 
was the charm for former school 
committeeman Dr. James Demos, 
who garnered 1,851 votes to take 
the second open seat. Kane trailed 
with 1,771 votes. 

In the race for one two year seat 
on the school board, incumbent 
Paul Palizzolo earned his first full 
term with 1,686 votes. He was 
appointed to the board in October 
to fit! the unexpired term of John 
DeMarco. Challenger Madeleine 
Leger garnered 1,391 votes. 

In uncontested races, newcomer 
Charles Fiore Jr. was the top vote- 
getter overall with 2,431 votes for 
a five year seat on the Wilmington 
Housing Authority. Incumbents 
Denhis Volpe and Sidney Kaizer 
received 2,336 and 2,224 votes 
respectively for five year and two 
year seats on the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority. 

According to Town Clerk Kay 
Scanlon, a total of 3,666 residents 
or 31 percent of those eligible to 
vote turned out at the polls. 
Included in the total were 196 
residents who voted by absentee 
ballots. 

The winners were elated after the 
results were announced, both 
unofficially by WCTV host J.T. 
Turner and officially by Scanlon. 
Allan said, while many seemed to 
be in her corner during the 
campaign, she was not really 
prepared for the results. 

"I did not expect it. (But) I am so 
appreciative of the people who put 
their faith and trust in me, This 
‘own has been very good to me and 
ny family. I truly think people do 
heir homework to pick the best 
yeople to represent them," Allan 
aid. 

The new selectman made refe- 


ence to Wavie Drew as she 
emarked, "I have some tall shoes 
o fill." She also promised to 
\ctively pursue her three priorities: 
he revitalization of the local 
conomy, lowering sewer rates, 
nd improving communication be- 
ween local government and the 
awnspeople. 

Many felt Haldane was hurt by 
AcCoy's focus on the town 
ianager's $10,000 raise. McCoy 
tributed his win to this type of 
deus on the issues, 

"I ran a positive, upbeat cam-

paign and I was fortunate enough 
to be returned to the board of 
selectmen. I'll never forget it," 
McCoy vowed. 

McCoy told this paper he 
understands how residents, espe- 
cially the elderly on fixed incomes 
and those on unemployment, feel 
during these tough economic times. 

“People were looking for a 
change. I think people wanted 
someone to represent their interest 
rather than special interest," he 
said, adding he plans to be very 
accessible to residents during his 
term of office. 

McCoy thanked the voters who 
supported him, his active campaign 
workers, his wife Danielle, and his 
uncle, Rep. James Miceli, "for 
teaching me the fundamentals of 
being concerned about one's 
community." 

Newcomer Bob Young said he 
was "ecstatic" at his overwhelming 
victory, He credited his former 
students and their parents with 
Putting him over the top. Young 


explained that many recognized he 3 


was a seven to five type teacher 
who went beyond what was 
expected of an educator, and it was 


this commitment to education "that & 


paid off" for him in Saturday's 
election. ” 

Young's most important priority 
in the next few months will be 
bringing "some credibility" to the 
board. He is gtad of the chance to 
work with the new superintendent 
who, he says, "has the credentials 
and is talking the same educational 
issues I am." Young also feels it's 
important to bring Wilmington pa- 
rents into the educational process. 

"We have an extremely educated 
parent force out there. We don't 
tap them... We don't really invite 
them into the process," he said. 

Demos, an administrator for spe- 
cial education in Malden, attributed 
his win to more exposure and a 
more visible effort to reach voters. 

"I've been running for the past 
four years so my name has been 
out there," he said, adding, “the 
people have seen me year after 
year trying.” 

Demos refused to speculate 
whether his victory could have had 
anything to do with a backlash 
against the incumbent, Peg Kane, 
for her stand against February's 
recall election of two fellow board 
members. 

"It could be. I'm not an expert in 
that area," was all he would say. 

Demos said he was excited by his 
success and the chance to work 
with the new superintendent. 

"It's important the committee 
allow her to run the system, I just 
want to be a policy maker to 
benefit the children,” he said in 
summation. 

Palizzolo was the only incumbent 
in a contested race to be returned 
to office, He told this paper, "I 
think we're (school committee) 
moving in the right direction. 
There were alot of quality people 
who ran and everyone benefits in 
the long run." 

Fiore, a member of the local 
Dolice force and a newcomer to 
town politics, expressed hope that 
the housing authority will have "a 
good working relationship" in the 
years ahead. He said one of his 
priorities will be working with the 
state and federal governments to 
obtain more grants for different 
Projects like a new rental home on 
Houghton Road.

Voters on Saturday will be acting 
on a 45 article warrant at the annual 
town mecting. The meeting will get 
underway at 10:30 a.m. in the 
Lawrence H. Cushing Gymnasium 
at Wilmington High. 

Of the 45 articles, 22 are peti- 
tioned and 23 are non-petitioned 
articles, Besides acting on the 
proposed FY 1994 budget, voters 
will be asked to appropriate money 
for such things as four police 
Cruisers, computer equipment for 


the high school, a fire engine 
) pumpcer, a central telephone system, 


and a new furnace for town hall 
Non-petitioned articles also ask, 
among other things, that the town

be authorized to sell stored 
equipment at auction to obtain more 
funds for the Capital Stabilization 
Fund; and that voters approve 
several streets as town ways. 

One of the more complicated 


articles is Article 14, which 
authorizes the town to petition the 
* General Court to change the 
betterment formula for future 


sewer projects to make it more 
flexible. Right now, the town picks 
up about half the cost of sewer 
projects and those whose property is 
“bettered” pick up the rest. Since 
government funds have pretty much 
dried up for sewer projects, many 
fecl putting fifty percent of the 
project cost on the homeowner is 
too much, especially in light of 
rising MWRA rates. If the article 
passes town meeting, voters would 
have the final say over cach project 
and how the cost will be divided 


between the homeowners and the 
taxpayers. The taxpayers’ share 
could be anywhere from zero to 100 
percent of the construction cost of a 
sewer project. 

Most of the petitioned articles 
were submitted by residents hoping 
to purchase surplus town land to add 
to their own property. Several 
articles seek to rezone land. John 
Forest, for instance, hopes to rezone 
property on Lowell Strect from 
R20 to High Density Business to 
relocate his gas station, Other 
articles seek to change the zoning 
bylaws. Article 42, for example, 
proposes to allow limited seating in 
sandwich shops. 

One article that may or may not 
become controversial is Article 36, 
which seeks to amend the recall 
provision in the Town Charter. If 
passed, those wishing to recall an 
elected official from office will 
have to first submit substantiated 
evidence of wrongdoing.

Why do the selectmen of Wilmington collect no pay?

Questions raised 
on leased land

Water department land which has 
been leased to Shea Concrete for 
the past five years was a subject of 
discussion at' last Thursday's 
meeting of the Wilmington Water 
and Sewer Commission. 

The issue was brought up by 
Andover Street resident Conrad 
Gerhartz, long an outspoken 
advocate for the protection of the 
town's water supply. Gerhartz had 
been invited to speak before the 
board, He said he was not looking 
for immediate answers to his long 
list of questions, but rather, he just 
wanted to put the issues on the 
table and assure himself that the 
commission is looking at "the long 
range." 

Gerhartz said that town meeting 
voters had voted to turn over land 
on Salem Street to the Water and 
Sewer Commission for the 
protection of the Salem Street 
wellfield and the town's water 
supply. Commissioners in the past, 
however, decided to lease the 
property to Shea Concrete, which 
molds concrete products. Gerhartz 
added the entrance to that land is 
near Martins Pond and that part of 
the property is on an old, uncapped 
landfill. He asked what materials 
are being used on site, if the 
material is hazardous to the town's 
wellfields, and if the site is 
monitored by. the board. 

Commission Chairman Noel 
Baratta said he was under the 
impression the land is no longer in 
use and the area had been fenced 
off. Mike Woods, acting superin- 
tendent of the Water and Sewer 
Department, said there were 
concrete products stored on site 
and he didn't think there .was a 
lease at present, 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
confirmed on Friday that the water 
department did have a five year 
lease with Shea, which was in 
effect when he took over as 
manager. He said the land was 
leased to the concrete firm for 
$5,000 a year, But, he added, "I 
think the lease has expired." 

Gerhartz told the board, "what 
sits there is a timebomb," especial- 
ly since concrete can be mixed on 


it 


site and material that coulda pe 
contaminated is reportedly hauled 
into the area “from God knows 
where." 

Commissioner Jonathan Goldfield 
urged his board to find out if there 
indeed is a lease still in effect and 
if commissioners can walk the 
property to see if a fence is in 
place and to locate the boundaries. 
He also asked for an opinion from 
the town manager or town counsel 
on the board's role in approving 
such a lease, 

Gerhartz suggested an outside 
group be established to monitor the 
situation and report back to the 
commission. 

"If we lose our water supply... 


where will we be?" he asked. 

When Gerhartz maintained the 
industrial growth in town far 
exceeds earlier studies for the arca 
to the possible detriment of the 
town's water supply, Baratta noted 
that the Water and Sewer Com- 
mission has the best record of 
planning for future needs. He said 
there is an ample water supply 
thanks to the number of aquifers in 
town and the water department 
oversees three storage towers and 
two treatment plants, Gerhartz 
suggested commissioners acquire 
more land for future wellsites. The 
chairman maintained there was no 
need for additional wellsites and 
noted the town could never 
purchase enough land to protect its 
reservoir. 

Gerhartz also raised questions on 
the industrial area on Andover 
Street and its impact on the 
Brown's Crossing wellfield, on the 
sewer funding proposal which will 
go before voters on Saturday, and 
on the need to sewér industrial 
areas. When Gerhartz claimed 
most toxic materials in the water 
supply come from industries and 
chemical spills, Baratta disagreed. 
He maintained most of the threat to 
the town's water supply comes 
from homeowners who arc 
unregulated, and residential areas. 
The chairman did agree, however, 
that the industries north of 
Andover Road are potential sites of 
hazardous waste and deserve to be 
looked into.

* Cain also took thé opportunity to! 
defend Town Manager Michael 
Caira's recent raise of $10,000. 
There has been talk that some 
people may try to take away that 
raise at Saturday's town meting. 
Cain said, though Caira has a 
binding contract, appropriations are 
always voted at town meeting. 

Cain admitted his board may have 
made a mistake in the beginning by 


$65,000, which was viewed as a 
temporary salary while Caira was 
working on a temporary basis, The 
job itself was advertised at $70,000 
to $75,000. However, selectmen 
wrote in Caira's contract that he 
would get no increase for three 
years. 

"And now we're getting slammed 
for it," said Cain. 

The selectman said Caira gave up 
the $10,000 "up front" and any raise 
for three years as well. And, during 
his tenure, Caira has kept town 
government functioning in some 
difficult economic times and saved 
it some moncy as well, said Cain. 
For example, said Cain, Caira 
prevented the town's bond rating 
from dropping a step, he talked 
Avco into taking less money, and 
initially negotiated no raises for 
town employees without the help of 
a consultant. 

Cain pointed out that Caira gave 
up a higher salary at a previous job 
when he took on the job of town 
manager. Cain explained that the 
board of selectmen initiated the 
raise, though the starting figure was 
less, and agreed to the $10,000 
figure as a “fair settlement" given 
the demands of the job. 

“We were hiring a professional to 
represent the community. We 
wanted the best person for the job at 
a reasonable salary," summed up 
Cain.

There comes a time for change.

They had long 
since retired from the excursion business, and have now reached a 


point where they could not continue operating the Bridge House. 


Last year, the shop never opened. 

Other people had approached them, but they had not been ready to 
sell. Somehow, Nancy and I found them at a time when they felt 
that they wanted to, 

A month later, we passed papers. 

The Bridge House has been described as Boothbay Harbor's 
ariswer to Motif No. 1 in Rockport. It is a small red building 
halfway across the footbridge in the middle of the harbor. Built in 
1902, it is quite well-protected in the south-facing harbor. The 
bridge was built in 1901 to provide a means of access to the East 
Point for the village firemen. The Bridge House built a year 
later for the bridge tender, who operated the swing bridge. 
Subsequently it has been a fish market, a bootlegger's shack, and an 
artist's studio. The light reflected off the water gives the shop a 
shimmering look inside. In the back room, you can sce the water 
through the cracks between the floorboards. There's a trap door in 
the floor, said to be the "rumrunner's hatch." If nothing else, it 
makes an easy job of sweeping the floor. 

What this is leading up to is that on May 1, I will step aside as 
editor of the Town Crier. I will, however, remain on as vice 
president of the company. 

Nancy and I do not have visions of sitting on the deck enjoying 
cocktails. We're going to be operating a gallery and gift shop. 
Anyone in business will tell you that you don't own the business, but 
rather, it owns you. Our friends who visit will be welcome to sit on 
the deck, and it is a gorgeous deck. Meanwhile, we'll be tcnding to 
business. We hope it is a business we'll love. We certainly have a 
wonderful place for it. 

Although some of Boothbay Harbor operates year round, much of 
the surrounding area has above-ground water mains. They tum the 
water (and the tourists) off after Columbus Day, and on again about 
April 15. So look for me to retum in the fall, working in a slightly 
different capacity. Free of the management tasks, I hope to do more 
writing and tackle some long overdue projects. 

If your summer travels take you to Maine, head for Boothbay 
Harbor. If you are lucky enough to find a place to park, walk 
halfway across the footbridge. We'll be glad to sec you.

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Making a difference in elders' lives

M 1 Keady is a friend to the 
¢lderly. Just ask Edie Cunningham, 
director of elderly services in 
Wilmington, who proclaims 
Margaret is underpaid for the type 
of work she does and the hours she 
puts in. Or ask Al and Fran Aruda 
or Rose DeLucia who, through 
illness and circumstance, are pretty 
much homebound these days. All 
three look forward to Margaret's 
visits and speak highly of her 
efforts Gn their behalf. 

"If it wasn't for this lady I 
wouldn't make it to my appoint- 
ments,” says Fran. 

"She's very good to me. I don't 
think anybody else would do what 
she does," adds Rose. 

Margaret is a respite care ser- 
vicer. She helps Wilmington 
seniors by picking them up in their 
homes and driving them to doctor's 
appointments, to the supermarket, 
or to the pharmacy to fill prescrip- 


tions. She visits on a regular basis 


just to chat or listen or console. 

Margaret's job also includes 
relieving caregivers for an hour or 
two, lifting the spirits of those who 
may be depressed after the death of 
a spouse, hefting wheelchairs in 
and out of her car, explaining 
medications, and dressing and 
undressing those seniors who need 
her assistance. In some cases, 
Margaret takes the place of family 
who, for some reason, can't or 
won't care for their older mem- 
bers. She deals on a daily basis 
with cancer patients, stroke vic- 
tims, elders with respiratory 
problems, those on kidney dialysis 
machines, the depressed and 
suicidal and abused. 

"It's not an easy job. It's a very 
depressing job," says Edic. But, she 
adds, Margaret's more than equal 
to its demands, 

"She has the compassion and 
feelings neccessary to handle this 
job. Not everybody has the pa- 
tience, You've got to be able to 
handle these people. You have to 
have a smile on your face," 
explains the director, 

Margaret works weekdays from 9 
a.m, to 2 p.m. and is on call on 
weekends, Her travels cover a 14 
mile radius and take her to nearby 
hospitals like Lowell Gencral, 
Lahey Clinic, and the V.A. 
Hospital in Bedford. Margaret also 
does cancer runs to Stoneham on 
her own time Thursdays so 
patients can get their chemo- 
therapy. Many days her hours 
stretch to 6 p.m. because of a delay 
at the hospital. As a part-time town 
employee, though, Margaret 
doesn't get overtime for the extra 
hours, Edie is a strong advocate 
for boosting Margaret's position to 
full time so she can enjoy the same 
benefits as other full-time em- 
ployees. 

"It's not fair to treat her as if she 
was a second class citizen, Her job 


is just as important to me as any 
other job in this town," Edie 
maintains. She points out that, in 
March alone, Margaret helped 75 
different people and provided 147 
services to the elderly. 

Margaret came to Edie five years 
ago to fill the shoes of a neighbor 
who was leaving for Florida. Her 
qualifications were impressive: she 
was a Certified Health Aid with’ 30 
years experience with the elderly. 
She had been a cook in a nursing 
home and a worker with handi- 
capped girls in Bethany Convent in 
Lincoln. Margaret retired at age 60 
and was with her late husband as he 
fought a losing battle with cancer, 
Now she was looking for a 
productive way to occupy her time, 

Margaret looks on her work as 
more than a job. She sees it as a 
chance to visit with some special 
people and make a difference in 
their lives. 

"You really have to like what 
you're doing,” she explains. 

And she does. That's obvious 
foom her home visit and 
interaction with Fran and Al Aruda 
of MacDonald Road and Rose 
DpLucia of Forest Street. Al is an 
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Pause for laughter 


amputee who uses a wheelchair, 
Despite his handicap, Al is active in 
the Democratic Town Committee, 
the local AIM group, and a spccial 
support group at Woburn Rehab. 
He is also a proud Navy vet who 
served on the USS Nevada during 
World War II. His wife Fran 
suffers from emphysema and has to 
take a portable oxygen tank with 
her wherever she goes. Fran 
learned various crafts through the 
Buzzell Senior Center. It is these 
crafts — making fanciful butterfly 
magnets or walnut men, for 
instance — that provide a kind of 
therapy for Fran. Fran and Al say 
they are lucky to have cach other. 
But they fecl lucky to have 
Margaret, too, who this day 
cheerfully asks about their Easter 
holiday and the hot meals of 
chicken and rice just brought in by 
Janet Burke, As she leaves, 
Margaret reminds them of 
upcoming doctors’ appointments. 

Rose is a stroke patient who also 
spends her days in a wheelchair. 
She lives with her daughter Patty 
who, says Margaret, "is wonderful 
to her." 

On this day, both women remi- 
nisce about earlicr times in 
Cambridge, when Margaret used to 
visit her brother, who lived on the 
same strect as Rose. It was there 
that the women first met. Talk 
flows easily for over a half hour. 
Rose remarks how they used to call 
her “the queen of the street" 
because she was good to everyone 
in the neighborhood. Rose 
explains, too, how the members of 
St. Elizabeth's Episcopal Chapel 
have been bringing her supper cach 
night since Patty is on crutches. 

"They say prayers for me," says 
Rose, adding she prays for them 
and others, 

"You better start praying a little 


harder then (because) I haven't hit 
Megabucks yet," kids Margarct. 


"You don't want to be greedy,” 


chids Rose with a straight face; then 
she smiles and both break out in 


laughter. 


The visits go by quickly. But 


Margaret has succeeded in her 


mission: to check on the well-being 


of Al, Fran, and Rose and to 


brighten their day. 

Margaret plans to continue as 
respite care driver "as long as my 
health remains and as long as Edie is 
here." 

Edie couldn't be happier. As she 
says, "to bring a little smile to their 
faces, I have Margaret."

New law 

A new law passed by Congress in 
1992 and started on January 1, 1993 
is the "Omnibus Budget Recon- 
ciliation Act (OBRA)., It requires 
states to pay the premium for Part B 
of Medicare for certain Medicare 
recipients, These individuals are 
referred to as specified low income 
Medicare beneficiaries of (SLMBs). 
Part B of Medicare covers 
Outpatient services, physician 
services, ambulance transportation 
and medical equipment. To be 
eligible for this service a person 
must meet the basic requirements 
for Medicaid or those who are older 
than 65, blind or disabled, 

Unlike those entitled for 
Medicaid, SLMBs may have income 
of up to 110 percent of the federal 
poverty level. The new monthly 
income figures, starting some time 
in April should be less than $644.80 
or equal to it for an individual or 
$862.60 for a couple. To qualify 
you also have to be entitled to 
Medicare A. In order to receive this 
benefit you must complete an 
application for Medicaid at the 
Welfare office in Woburn, Once 
you become cligible the State of 
Massachusetts will pay your 
Medicare Part B. 

Remember this will pay only 80 
percent of your medical bills. The 
20 percent will still be your 
responsibility. Do not give up your 
supplement insurance policy, if you 
qualify.

Explore and break out of that rut 


by Bill Conlon 

To get more fun out of fishing (as 
if that was difficult), try to break 
out of your rut. Go exploring. 

There are literally thousands of 
fishing spots in Massachusetts, and 
possibly millions, Salt water and 
fresh, rivers and ponds, take your 
pick. You'll never get bored trying 
Out new spots in Massachusetts. 

Now, how many spots do you fish 
on a regular basis? Everybody has 
a handful of spots that they visit on 
a regular basis. Be honest now. 

Six? Maybe ten? 

I know I'm guilty of this offense. 
I've got about five places that I visit 
regularly. The Concord River and 
Peter's Pond in Dracut are my first 
choices, without a second thought. 
I've got easy access to both waters 
by road and ramp, I know some 
hotspots on both and I know what's 
swimming there. I call ‘em home. 

But familiarity can breed a dull 
fishing trip, There's no sense of 
adventure, no 'splorin, in fishing a 
pond or river that you know like 
the back of your hand. I can tell the 
depth anywhere on Peter's Pond, 
day or night, even if I leave my 
depth-finder at home. I've been on 
that pond so many times that I've 
memorized the contours and bumps 
along the bottom. No kidding. 

And no adventure, Exploring the 
unknown makes for great fishing. 
There's that feeling that a monster 
may lurk near those rocks, and not 
knowing what's past the next bend 
in the stream. The stuff of stories, 
yes indeed, Fishing new water is 
always fun, just leaming the new 
water, 
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But there's a reluctance to fish in 
new waters, and for good reason. 

Where's the boat ramp? Where is 
the best place to fish? What lures or 
baits work best? It's tough to spend 
a day wandering aimlessly, looking 
for a spot to fish, then not knowing 
what to use or where to anchor 
once you get there. Most of us can 
fish only on weekends, and wasting 
an entire morning just looking fora 
new pond or stream goes against 
the grain. Flyfishing the Deerfield 
River sounds like fun, but spending 
all moming getting ready is a waste 
of precious time, 

For example, I've heard about the 
white perch fishing on the Parker 
River, near Newburyport, but I've 
never dipped a line there. How do 
you get there, then where can you 
park? Can you put in a boat or is it 
purely shore fishing? I don't know. 

The same with the Quabbin, and 
the Connecticut River, and some of 
the big-bass lakes on the Cape. I've 
never wetted a linc in any of ‘em. A 
drive to the Cape, only to spend the 
first hours wandering, is hardly the 
best way to spend a Saturday when 
I've got good fishing close to home. 
Good fishing, but no adventure. 


The solution, of course, is better 
information. Scouting the area in 
advance is the best way to find good 
waters, but that means spending the 
time commodity again. (If your job 
takes you to new parts of the state, 
there's your chance! A lunch spent 
hunting for fishing is not a wasted 
lunch, by any stretch. Eat on the fly 
while exploring!)

Instead of scouting in person, you 
do have other means to gather your 
intelligences. The Division of Fish- 
cries & Wildlife sells a bound set of 
pond maps, which divides the state 
into sections, or they'll send you up 
to five pond maps for free with a 
self-addressed stamped envelope, if 
you know the name of the pond. 
Send the request to DF&W Ficld 
HQ, Westboro, MA, 01581. The 
bound pond atlases cost $15 for the 
5-volume set, but the state is out of 
them right now. More are being 
printed, so be patient. 

Any good map ot the state can be 
used for scouting, if it shows water. 
The better the map, the smaller the 
water that will be shown. Find the 
pond or river you want to fish and 
then locate the nearest town or city 
Then call Directory Assistance and 
ask for their Yellow Pages section. 
Ask Ycllow Pages for fishing tackle 
dealers, and give them a call to ask 
where, how, who, la la la 


Better yet, if you're in the area, 
find a kid carrying a fishing rod on 
his bicycle and ask him. I know for 
a cold fact that kids who ride bikes 
and fish know every decent spot in 
a five-mile circle. That's that way | 
learned the best places to fish in my 
old neighborhood, and my circle of 
exploration just kept expanding. 

The kid might be tickled pink if 
you invite him aboard your boat, 
but remember that kids are trained 
to back away from strange people, 
and anglers always look strange 

There are too many good fishing 


places in Massachusetts to pass up, 
and life is too short to fish the same 


water, over and over and over. Go 
exploring this weekend, try your 
luck in a new place. 

And have fun.

hatchery, and the 13-pounder had 
to be dumped into the Quabbin to 
save it's life. The new state record, 
though, is apparently a wild fish, 
Clem DeMello of E. Falmouth took 
the trout earlier this year out of 
John's Pond in Mashpee, and the 
whopper weighed in at 13-pounds, 
5-ounces. Or was it 7 ounces? Dan 
McGuiness at the Division hasn't 
seen the formal weigh-in affadavit 
yet, so questions still remain, Dan is 
in charge of the annual Sportfishing 
Awards Program, so he knows for 
certain, 


Also, Dan said the biggest bass of 
the year has already been taken, in 
all likelihood. He said 10-pounders 
are pretty rare, so how about a 
largemouth weighing 11-pounds-4, 
caught this year in Acushnet, M: 
The state record largemouth was a 
15-pound-8 specimen, which has 
never been challenged, but annually 
there is at least a half-dozen nine 
pounders taken.

a monkey could do it, right? Not 
exactly, says Munro. 

“You have to use every part 
of your body,” Munro said. “It’s 
very technical.” Like anything 
else, practice can only improve 
a person’s game, so the more 
the better. In addition, proper 
equipment is recommended. 

Obviously, a good set of clubs 
is the first step to becoming the 
next Jack Nicklaus or Pat 
Bradley.. For the serious golfer, 
and professionals, a set of clubs 
can easily run over $1,000. But 
the beginner need not worry 
about going pro in the early 
stages. 

“I would think you would at 
least have to spend in the area 
of $300,” Munro said. “Anything 
less than that and you're getting 
poor pieces of equipment. 
There’s all kinds of equipment 


today. You could spend $300 per 
club. You could spend $1,000 for 
a set of irons. It all depends on 
what you want to spend.” 

The next logical step is not 
buying a pair of loud, plaid 
golfer pants, that can wait 
Instead, proper footwear should 
be next in line. Winter snow 
melted into the ground, coupled 
with heavy rains recently, have 
left parts of some courses 
muddy and in general, just plain 
wet, 

Sneakers or spikeless golf 
shoes probably won’t do the 
trick for any sort of serious 
golfer. Trekking through mud 
and puddles in a pair of basket- 
ball sneakers may leave a golfer 
feeling somewhat depressed by 
the end of the day, not to men- 
tion probably adding a few 
strokes to his or her game. 

“Sneakers are no good” 


Munro says. “Golf shoes give 
you a foundation. You can’t 
make a good swing if you slip.” 

Golf shoes are always 
improving, as are other pieces 
of equipment. And like other 
things, the higher the cost, usu- 
ally the better quality shoe. But 
these investments should be 
treated with care. To prevent 
spikes from rusting, wipe them 
clean after a round. 

In addition, shoes should be 
treated with weather-proofing 
oils to promote longevity. The 
wet and muddy conditions also 
apply to clubs, which should 
also be thoroughly cleaned after 
every round. 

However, such maintenance is 
not limited to wetness and mud. 
Dry dirt should be cleaned off 
spikes and clubs too, especially 
since the weather has been 
steadily improving. A golfer 

- who slacks off on these duties 
may end up purchasing new 
equipment before too long.

for the fun of it, and tries not to 
take the game too seriously. The 
Malden native says he does not 
have a handicap because it 
would put too much pressure on 
him. 

“I'm just out to have fun,” 
Posner said in a recent inter- 
view. “Some people get bent out 
of shape if they slice a ball into 
the woods. Big deal, | do it all 
the time. Trying to find the ball 
is half the fun for me.” 

Posner said he avoids the 
crowds by occasionally sneaking 
out of work early during the 
week and hitting the links. “You 
couldn't pay me to wake up 
early on a Saturday or Sunday 
morning to go wait in line. I'd 
rather get my sleep and play 
during the week, when it's less 
crowded.” 

A “hard core golfer” Posner 
is not, according to Munro, who 
says the more dedicated golfers 
get in a round “four or five 
times a week.” He added that 
right after the winter is typical- 
ly the busiest time of year, not 
the summer, as some people 
may believe. 


“The busiest months are 
April, May and June,” Munro 
said. “By the time June comes, 
people start going away.” And 
since this winter was particular- 
ly harsh and long, the initial 
onset of golfers may be larger 
than expected. 

Added Munro: “We opened 
last Friday. I've been in this 
business 35 years and that’s the 
latest we've ever opened, by 
far.” As a result of the winter,

indoor driving ranges cleaned 
up. “They really made a killing 
this winter. Especially since the 
outdoor ranges were closed as 
well.” 

But there may be some bene- 
fit from all the snow that hit the 
region this winter. At least snow 
allows the ground to breathe, 
unlike an ice cover, which can 
lead to “winter kill.” The winter 
kill damages grass, and espe- 
cially greens, leaving some 
courses in tough condition for 
the beginning of the season. 

“Ice does a lot of damage,” 
Munro said. “We had a lot of 
snow this winter, and not as 
much ice. The ground could 
breathe.” As a result, he said 
most of the area courses are in 
great shape. “Most of the cours- 
es are in better condition than 
ever before (at the start of the 
season).” 

So the best advice anyone 
could give would be to use 
decent equipment, take proper 
care of the equipment, and get 
to the course early to avoid 
crowds. Or better yet, go during 
the week, there will probably be 
less aggravation and fees are a 
little cheaper. 

Once at the course, another 
decision must be made. Cart or 
walk? Some courses will make 
that decision in advance, 
because some simply do not 
offer carts. But are the couch 
potatoes willing to walk the dis- 
tance? If so, an exercise regi- 
ment is advised by experts to 
avoid injuries. 

For someone jumping off the 
couch and onto the tee for the 
first time this spring, use cau- 
tion. Very easily a muscle can 
be pulled or strained. Taking 
time to properly stretch before 
starting can make life a little 
easier, and less painful.

"HOME ALONE" TO 
HELP CHILDREN 

The issue of child neglect has 
recently been brought to nation- 
al attention. With concern for 
the well-being of children left 
home alone, it is good to know 
that the American Red Cross of 
Massachusetts Bay (ARC/MB) 
addresses this issue. 

ARC/NB has been offering a 
program since 1984 that teaches 
children "safety smarts" when 
they are not in direct supervi- 
sion of a parent or adult. The 
Red Cross "Home Alone" pro- 
gram was created after studies 
showed that over one-third of all 
elementary school children take 
care of themselves after school. 
This course is available to 
parent-teacher associations, ele- 
mentary school educators and 
other child advocacy organiza- 
tions. 

The program's goal is to 
teach children safety prepared- 
ness in unsupervised situations, 
which can sometimes occur 
even when an adult is at home. 
“Home Alone" provides essential 
information children will use for 
the rest of their lives. (The Red 
Cross does not advocate leaving 
children alone for extended peri- 
ods of time.) 


"Home Alone" is a one-hour 
course and addresses simple 
and responsible self-care 
to children from kinder- 
garten through Grade 6. The 
course includes a sixteen-minute 
video, thematic activity books, 
and emergency phone number 
stickers. An instructor guide is 
included to facilitate discussion 
and understanding of various 
topics. Upon completion of the 
course, the children receive a 
“Home Alone" certificate.

Graffiti on the "T" should be stopped 


Saying that new legislation is 
critical, MBTA General manag- 
er John J. Haley, Jr. testified 
recently before the Legislature's 
Joint Committee on 
Transportation, urging passage 
of a bill that would strengthen 
the T's ability to combat graffi- 
ti, fare evasion and other disor- 
derly conduct on the transit sys- 
tem. 

"Beefing up the enforcement 
tools available to our police 
force is vital if we're going to 
control costs, attract new riders, 
and improve the quality of life 
on our public transportation," 
Haley said. 

"Graffiti removal costs us 
nearly $2 million a year," he 
said, “and it's a blight that 
affects the quality of life and 
cleanliness of our vehicles and 
facilities. It certainly makes a 
difference to our passengers and 
it costs the taxpayers money 
that could be going to improve 
service," 

The legislation would 
increase the fine for writing 
graffiti, and enable the T police 
to ticket offenders, assessing a 
fine similar to traffic and park- 
ing violations. The measure 
would establish a non-criminal 
procedure, which would help 
recover some costs, and keep 
the incidents from clogging the 
court system. It would also 
allow T police to build up a 
record of individuals who con- 
sistently undertake such behav- 
ior, making possible criminal 
proceedings much stronger. 

The T has increased its 
efforts to stop graffiti and swift- 
ly clean up any instances -- 
responding within 24 hours to 
reported cases. The ability to 
ticket offenders would help deter 
the activity, Haley believes. 


* The bill would also allow tick- 


eting of fare evaders, a perenni- 
al problem that Haley said has 
cost the T millions of dollars 
over the years, 

"We've taken several steps to 
crack down on fare evasion, just 
as we have on graffiti, but the 
current law has no real teeth," 
he said. "It requires bringing a 
person to court, and given the 
other problems the courts have 
to deal with, evading an 85¢ or 
more fare is just not a priority. 
If we could treat it like a traffic 
or parking ticket, through a 
clerk of courts, we think people 
would think twice about sneak- 
ing onto the system." 

Haley added, "It's just not 
fair to the vast majority of hon- 
est, fare-paying riders to treat 
this conduct lightly; it costs 
everyone money at a time when 
we need to bring in revenue." 

Tickets for graffiti and fare 
evasion would carry a first-time 
fine of $20, with increases for 
non-payment. Repeat offenses 
could also be treated as a crimi- 
nal process. 

"We're serious about making 
our system the most attractive

and efficient transit-system in 
the country," Haley concluded 
"We've also worked hard to 
reduce our impact on the state 


budget. We need the right tools

Budget passed 
with one amendment 


by Arlene Surprenant 

After lengthy discussions on two 
or three items, town meeting 
voters on Saturday finally gave 
their approval to Wilmington's 
$30.8 million FY'94 budget and 
money articles totaling $513,888. 

The line item that drew the most 
heated debate during the budget 
discussion was the salary figure of 
$75,000 for Town Manager 
Michael Caira. Selectman Michacl 
McCoy, as promised during his 
campaign, led the attempt to roll 
back Cai salary to $65,000, 
triggering an outpouring of 
support for Caira and the way he 
has handled his job thus far (see 
related article). In the end, Caira 
succeeded in holding onto his 
controversial raise. 

Only one amendment was made 
to the proposed budget. That was a 
$330 addition to the library 
expenses line item to pay for the 
public library's membership in the 
American Library Association. 
The amendment was made by Anne 
Linehan. 

Marcia Road resident Michael 
Buczynski asked for Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart's strategy on 
dealing with local drug problems 
during a question on the DARE 
line item of the police budget. 
Chief Stewart said he would conti- 
nue to increase educational efforts 
to keep youngsters from using 
drugs. He added he was particula- 
rily concerned with an increase in 
LSD. Buczynski made an cloquent 


plea to climinate the desire for 
drugs among teenagers like his 
daughter, and to “help young 
people seck and find their way." 

"We have alot of angry children 
in this community, Somehow we 
have to reach out to the children," 
he said. 

The $12.9 million school budget 
for Wilmington Schools passed 
easily with no discussion. School 
Committeeman Paul Palizzolo 
noted the figure was contingent on 
the receipt of $404,000 in state aid. 
In the event the money from the 
school reform package is not 
forthcoming or is less than 
expected, said Palizzolo, the town 
would deal with a shortfall at a 
special town meeting. 

Charles Lyons, superintendent/ 
director of the Shawsheen Tech, 
made a fervent pitch to increase 
Wilmington's assessment to the 
vocational school from $1,182,253 
to his school committee's figure of 
$1,285,681. He noted the figure 
was based on increased enrollment 
of Wilmington students. Lyons said 
as state aid went down, assessments 
went up. The budget, he added, 
only increased by four percent this 
year despite the fact that it 
reportedly costs twice as much to 
tun a vocational school.

Voters sanction
